Retrenchment In Order. 


II is not strange thaUthmking.men should already be (urn- 


ing; their attention to thevsubject-of reducing war expenses, 
which have-been so.vasf'as'to be'beydncl fhexomprehension 
of the average, individual.. -Like a .flash the country passed 
from the-era of millions 'to (he raising- and expenditure of bil- 
lioiis. -The war was very expensive, but while it was in 
progress the country could not stop to count the cost. 
Now 


that it is ended, the time is at hand for retrenchment, and all 
war expenditures that are not strictly necessary should be 
lopped oft" at the'earliest possible date. The country has con- 
tracted a debt of.tremendous proportions and tl.iis, ought not 
unnecessarily, to be niade any larger. 
• v 
' 


The time for curtailment has arrived. This does not mean 


that essential expenditures are not to be provided for,"but it' 
does mean lliaf (he.lavish-expenditures of the war period 
should be restored^to a "peace basis. 


The war made necessary the crealion of not only a great 


army of soldiers, but'also a great army of ofTidals, commis- 
sions and agents to assist jii handling'the business of tlie-gov- 
eriiment under abnormal conditions. Now that those condi- 
tions have in large parl ceased, it is (he part of prudence and of 
patriotism to reduce the abnormal volume of expenditures as 
fast as it can safely be done.
